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In the Upper Andes

Mr. Jordan, at the end of 1921, made an extensive tour through the Upper Andes 
Agency, which had been assigned to his charge the middle of the year. Interestiny 
and illuminating accounts of the conditions he found have been received. We share 
with our readers in this number, extracts from the first and last of these letters. 
In a later issue, another and larger letter written from Cuzco, Peru, depicting the 
conditions, needs and aspirations of the Indians will be presented. 


| AM now at Arequipa on my way to Bo- 

livia, but am going to visit Puno on Lake 
Titacaca and Cuzco, the old Inca capital, 
on the way. You will be surprised to learn 
how comparatively little is being done toward 
the evangelization of this field. In Mollendo, 


all right. It is the station of a young Ameri- 
can from Ohio Wesleyan, named Eliott, with 
his wife, representing the S. A. Evangelical 
Alliance. Though there has been work for 
fifteen years, there is no organized church. 
The native helper took a package of Scriptures

where I spent a couple of days waiting for the 
train, I sold at the market about twenty vol- 
‘umes in the course of an hour, but found the 
people more apathetic than in any other market 
I have visited. 

Before trying to do anything on the street 
here in Arequipa, I went to the mayor’s office 
and asked if a license was necessary. When 
they saw the books they told me to go ahead 
and sell and, if I was questioned, to say that 
I had been to see the mayor, and it would be 


out on the street yesterday afternoon and sold 
them in a short time. 

At this point I was interrupted by a gentle- 
man, who came to salute me and offer his serv- 
ices in real Spanish style. He learned I was 
here from the young man [| had out selling 
books yesterday, and has kept me over an 
hour, telling how he came to find the Saviour 
and realize the joy of sins forgiven, through 
some tracts and a Bible that he secured from 
an American. He says that the crying need 
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is for a school for the children of those who 
do not want the friars to dominate the intel- 
lectual and spiritual life of their children. If 
children will not learn the religious lessons as- 
signed, they are turned out of school. If the 
father is a Protestant, the children are told 
openly that he is a heretic and damned already, 
and that they ought not to obey him. There 
is great danger of losing the children to the 
church or of their becoming infidels. 

The Indian problem is the problem of the 
day in Peru. I am just waking up to the 
fact that all the Quechua and Aymara Indians 
are in this Agency—millions of them. The 
descendant of the ancient Inca has been ex- 
ploited, oppressed, robbed, degraded, and 
brutalized to an almost unbelievable extent. 
He had become apathetic and hopeless in his 
misery and helplessness. The worm is now 
beginning to turn. Centuries of resentment 
are finding vent in refusals to work and in 
unorganized uprisings, that have resulted in 
the destruction of some property and no one 
knows how many Indian lives. 

What is done for the Indian should be done 
quickly. Their present situation is unbearable. 
They are beginning to feel that death would 
be preferable to continuing as in the past. 
A general uprising would mean slaughter and 
untold suffering. 


A Savage Mule 


Due in part, at least, to the treatment ac- 
corded me by my mule just before arrival, I 
had a great reception in San Pedro, Bolivia. 

It was Sunday morning four weeks ago. I 
was hurrying along to reach San Pedro in 
time for the midday meeting to be held among 
the Indians at the plaza. The mule was a good 
traveler, and | left my Indian guide far behind, 
the trail being down the bed of a comparatively 
dry river. 

The mule had become very thirsty, manifest- 
ing her desire to drink every time it crossed 
the stream. Sympathizing with her and not 
wishing to wait for the Indian to come up, I 
dismounted and, taking off the bridle, allowed 
her to drink. Then, putting my hand through 
the rawhide rope around her neck, I took the 
top of the bridle in that hand and started to 
put the bit in her mouth with the other. At 
this she gave a spring, a whirl and several 
twists of the head, which resulted in wrapping 
the rope three times around my wrist. Then, 
finding she could not get away (neither could 
I), she rose on her hind feet and came at me 
with her forefeet and biting savagely. In a 
moment I was on my back in the stream, with 
her on top of me. It is hard enough to get 
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one’s breath in these altitudes — 11,000 cdl 
above the sea—under ordinary conditions, and | 
it is no easier if a mule is on top of one. She! 
continued savagely biting any part of my body} 
she could reach. It took all of my force to} 
keep my face out of her reach so she couldn't: 
bite that. 

When it seemed as though I could not stand! 
it longer, she jumped and whirled again several 
times, and fell again, this time across me;| 
but she didn’t crush me as before, and I was} 
able to exert some force to keep her knees) 
doubled so she could not rise again. She con-) 
tinued, however, biting my arms and shoulders. | 
This time it not only took all my strength to) 
keep my face out of her reach, but all of my) 
will power to keep from fainting. I knew, in. 
case I did lose consciousness, my head would) 
drop back, and she would be able to get at my 
face and stamp on my body. I prayed the 
Lord to send help in time. : 

My Indian guide and a couple of others4 
finally arrived. When they had detached mes 
from the mule, I couldn’t stand, but fell in a) 
heap. 

An Indian took the mule and rode off in 
posthaste to San Pedro for help. It was noti 
long before Mr. Allan [Rev. George Allan, 
the translator of the Scriptures into Boliviant 
Quechua—Ep.], accompanied by other mem 
bers of the mission, arrived with a first aid kit, 
They assisted me onto the mule, and we started 
to finish the mile and a half of my journey 
But even with their help I could not remai 
on the animal. So, supported by two of them 
I slowly walked until we came to the foot off 
the mountain on which San Pedro is situated! 
Practically the whole mission force met us 
here. I must have been a sight. My face wag 
covered with blood from a cut under my righ 
eyebrow, another on the bridge of my nose} 
and another over the left ear; while the ski 
on my nose and face was badly brazed. One 
of the young ladies remarked, as she was 
washing my face, that now they could begi 
to see what I looked like. I asked her if she 
could assure me that I would be handsome 
when I recovered. She hesitated to commii 
herself! 

One of the young men had gone to the 
town and brought a cot. Putting me on itd 
they carried me up the hill. I never was more 
glad to get my clothes off and get between 
sheets on arriving at the mission house. Th 
mule had bitten me from one elbow to th 
other, around back to the neck and around 
the shoulders, until the whole area was per} 
fectly black. Fortunately, thanks to m 
clothes, the teeth had not reached the fles 
and. the skin was broken in but few places}

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Apparently the most serious wound was on 

the middle finger of the left hand, which she 

had at one time got hold of. A young man 

who had had some medical training took 

charge of me, and I was very well cared for. 
On the Return Journey 

While I was completely exhausted physi- 
cally, I was able to converse with Mr. Allan 
and others, and get a deal of information re- 
garding the work of the mission and the con- 
ditions under which the translation of the 
New Testament was made into Quechua. On 
Wednesday, I started on the first stage of my 
return journey, spending the night and the fol- 
lowing day at Torocari with some young mis- 
sionaries. Then, Friday morning, I set out 
before daylight for the town of Arque, a 
station of the mission that is on the railroad. 
At both Torocari and Arque I spoke to con- 
eregations. On Monday I took the train for 
ea Paz. 

At La Paz I met Mr. Hinshaw, of the 
Friends Mission in Sorata, Bolivia, who had 
just completed a most interesting trip in the 
interests of the Bible Society, from Sorata 
into the interior, down the Beni River to the 
border of Brazil where it joins the Mamore 
River to form the Madeira, a tributary of the 
Amazon, and then back up the Mamore and 
out by Cochabamba. 
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The new version of the Quechua New 
Testament is going to prove useful to an ex- 
tent that surprised me. I have thought it 
would be of little use to anyone except the 
mission workers. I find, however, in a large 
section of Bolivia Quechua is the language 
not only of the Indians and Cholos,—for the 
majority of Cholos speak nothing but Que- 
chua,—but it is the language of the white 
people there. White men in Cochabamba tell 
me that it is more expressive than the Spanish. 
White children use the language not only in 
play with native children, but among them- 
selves. There is little literature in this lan- 
guage, and the fact that the New Testament 
is a parallel column edition makes it doubly 
desirable. 

We are trying to make an arrangement 
whereby we can undertake a house-to-house 
canvass of the towns and villages in the Co- 
chabamba district with this New Testament, 
in the month of May; encouraging the various 


‘missionaries to lay aside other work for that 


month, and concentrate on the distribution of 
this Quechua New Testament. We shall thus 
try to conduct a simultaneous campaign over 
the whole field at the same time. 

In my opinion the most important race in 
this whole Upper Andean region is the 
Quechua Indian. 


‘A Good Sister” 


iSS ALICE ROBERTSON, member 

of Congress from Oklahoma, comes 
from a long line of ministerial ancestry, 
whose labors have been devoted largely to 
the work among the North American Indi- 
ans. It was her father and mother and 
grandparents who translated the Scriptures 
into the Muskogee-Creek and other Indian 
languages published by the American Bible 
Society. 

Several weeks ago Miss Robertson visited 
the Bible House and secured copies of the 
Scriptures in various Indian dialects. More 
recently she was in the city and addressed a 
gathering at which one of the General Off- 
cers of the Society was present, and to whom 
she told an interesting story of what had 
happened to the Muskogee-Creek New Tes- 
tament which she got from the Bible House 
a few weeks earlier. 

It appears that an Indian leader from this 
tribe was in Washington on matters affect- 
ing Indian legislation and, of course, paid his 


respects to the Congress-woman from Okla- 
homa. Miss Robertson, who always keeps 
the Bible in plain view upon her desk, dis- 
covering that her Indian visitor could read 
the Muskogee language, took out the little 
Indian Testament and read him a few pas- 
sages. His face lightened as he heard the 
gracious words of the gospel, and Miss 
Robertson handed him the book with her 
compliments to carry back with him to his 
home and his people. “Then,” said Miss 
Robertson, “he did a most unusual thing 
for an unemotional Indian. He patted me 
on the back and, with tears in his eyes, said, 
‘You are a good sister.’ ” 

If the story could be told of every Bible 
and New Testament issued by the Ameri- 
ican Bible Society in more than 150, lan- 
guages, the testimony would ring through

He was a law student, but has decided against 
that course. At present he is giving himself 
to our work wholly. The sales average 100 
pesos a month in this branch, not to mention 
the advertising and opportunity for Bible 
work that this station affords. This is not 
only the center of Catholicism of Manila, but 
has become quite a Chinese section. Out of 
this store we are distributing the. gospel in 
many languages, including the ten Philippine 
dialects (even Samarino), Spanish, English, 
and Chinese. 

We look upon this little store as one of our 
outposts in this city of indifference and greed; 
for we are reaching all classes there. 
Wightman comes in every day with a new 
tale of how he interested some one in a Bible. 
They handle stationery and school supplies as 
a drawing card and, being so near the two 
schools, it has become quite a student center. 
We are disposing of quite a few English 
pocket Bibles there to the students. On the 
shelves was an old type of Bible that has 
been here for several years without sale,— 
one of our ruby (or smaller) khaki cloth yap 
bindings. I put them on sale down there at 
a reduced figure, and they are going at a good 


rate—and incidentally doing much more good 


than as ornaments on the shelf.

ENGLISH DIGLOT | 
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Colporteuring in Czechoslovakia

Gos X— isin Prague to get his 
license. According to the old law, he 
tried to get a license for colporteur work one 
year ago, but this he could not do. They put 
him off, saying a license would probably be 
unnecessary, and that under the new govern- 
ment there would be liberty to sell Bibles 
freely. But to-day this is not the case. Thou- 
sands have left the Roman Catholic Church, 
and the priests naturally are angered. The old 
colporteur license law is being pushed by them, 
as well as possibly by booksellers. They say 
every business must have a license, and this 
colportage is a business. Colporteur does 
not fear imprisonment. He could go right on 
witnessing there, he thinks, but he does not 
want to bring reproach on the work orunneces- 
sarily mar his influence for the future. Even 
now there is aggravating delay about the 
license, and it looks as if he must go home 
without it. 

He stayed with us last night. As we sat 
together at the supper table, he told us some- 
thing of his experiences the past few days. I 
can only give you an echo of what he said. 
Would that I could picture his clear cut, ex- 
pressive face, and his eyes lit up with humor 
or glowing with enthusiasm as he talked: 

“T stopped at P. wesdiasne ss al here 1 
attended a debate, which the ‘Legion of Light’ 
was holding. It was really the ‘Legion of 
Darkness,’ for they did not believe in God. I, 
too, took part in the debate and then,—how 
they did go for me! But one young lady said 
she was glad to hear me, and she bought a 
Bible. 

pat I met a priest of the Czechoslovak 
National Church (this church has come out of 
the Roman Catholic Church; it does not ac- 
knowledge the Pope; it holds its services in 
the vernacular and its priests may marry), a 
pastor also of the ‘Bohemian Brotherhood,’ 
and we called each other, ‘Brother.’ 

eA te GC. I noticed that I was shadowed. 
One man in buying a Bible asked my name 
and address, so I felt certain of it. Knowing 
I was watched, I thought it best to walk to 
a railroad station farther on. When I reached 
the station, there being plenty of time, I began 
to speak about the Holy Bible in the office. 
At first they made lots of fun of me, but I 
kept right on, read to them from the Word, 
and talked to them so that, at the last, seven of 
those officials bought each a Bible, a pomticka 
(a Bible lesson help), and tracts. 


“As I was getting on the train, I noticed 
the man who had shadowed me in C. 
getting off. He asked a few words of the red- 
capped station-master and straightway board- 
Ode thestraimeagain. At ~ Dewentstouan 
inn for coffee. While I was talking with the 
owner, to whom | sold a Bible, my shadow 
man appeared, and with him a gendarme. 
They went straight to the owner and inquired 
what I had said and done. The gendarme, 
however, said to me: ‘I am after just such 
people as you. That is my business. I go 
up and down and on the trains hunting them 
down.’ He spoke roughly, but was really kind, 
as he gave me a chance to get away. | thought 
best not to sell any Bibles here. 

“Brother M. went with me to W. ; 
and at an inn we asked for food. The inn- 
keeper and his wife were interested listeners 
as I read to them from the Word of God. 
They bought a Bible and asked why I could 
not have a meeting there. They would furnish 
the hall. So Brother M. put up a placard 
that we would hold a meeting in the hall of 
the inn the next Sunday—which we did. The 
hall was full, and the people were very quiet 
as I read to them of Zaccheus and spoke 
about him. ‘At five o’clock we must be all 
through,’ they said, ‘for there is going to be 
a dance.’ But we were not through, and at 
five o’clock I said: ‘The Word of God is far 
more important than the dancing. Why not 
give up the dance?’ So the young people in 
their fancy clothes gave up the dance and 
listened to the Word, and I distributed tracts 
among them. 

“The people were eager; so another meet- 
ing was appointed for fourteen days from that 
time. Brother M. and I were then on 
hand. But we could feel a different atmos- 
phere. Pan Radni (Mr. Selectman) was 
there. ‘Now, look here,’ said he, after the 
meeting had begun, ‘we have a church here, 
and a farar (priest or pastor), peace and edu- 
cation,—everything we need. Why do you 
come here to disturb us?’ ‘Education,’ said 
I, ‘you have not. If you were a man of educa- 
tion and refinement, you would not break into 
this meeting as you have done, but would wait 
until it is through.’ This remark seemed to 
be a hit with the audience. ‘Oh, do as you 
like!’ said the selectman, and he went his way. 
But the women especially said, ‘This is what 
we need to hear’; and a blessed meeting we 


had. 
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“The next morning, I said, we will go to 
the priest. And we went. The cook came to 
the door and did not want to let us in. “The 
priest is very busy,’ said she, ‘and cannot see 
you.’ ‘But I have something very good for 
him to read,’ said I. ‘But he has already 
enough to read,’ said she, ‘and he wishes for 
nothing more.’ We insisted, and finally the 
cook showed us up to his room. 

“The priest greeted us courteously. He was 
a pleasant man, and I opened my bag, showed 
him the Bible I had to sell, and opened my 
mouth to talk to him. And, surely, the Lord 
gave me words. I could not have thought of 
them myself. Finally he said, ‘I will take a 
New Testament.’ ‘Rather the whole Bible,’ 
said I; and he gave me an order for the whole 
Bible. ‘Now, here is “How to Do Christian 
Work,” by Preacher A. , said I, fishing 
out of my bag the book. ‘That, too, I will 
take,’ said the priest. And we left. 

““Now we will go to the selectman’s, the 
same who opposed us yesterday,’ said I to 
Brother M. The selectman’s face red- 
dened when he saw us, and he opened up 
against us. ‘Now,’ I told him, ‘you do err 
in that you know not the Scriptures.’ Finally 
the selectman began to soften and to incline 
toward us. But his wife remained hard and 
would not listen. 

“From village to village, from house to 
house, we went, even to , where a Protes- 
tant was killed a few years ago for leaving 
the Roman Catholic Church; and everywhere 
I took orders for Bibles and pomtickas and 
tracts in places where they had never heard 
of such things before. 

“In one such village where I had been work- 
ing a man took a tract. He read the opening 
words, ‘We have all sinned and come short.. .’ 
He was enraged at such a statement and, rush- 
ing at me, he beat and kicked me. My head 
and legs are sore from it yet. I had a cane in 
my hand and could have hurt him badly. But 
that I did not like to do. And I could get 
him into prison, for it was a savage onslaught. 
But it might mean several weeks of imprison- 
ment for the man, and that I do not like to 
do. Rather I have his address and will write 
to him and send him something to read. 

“During this week when I have been shad- 
owed and when, in some places, it seemed best 
not to sell, I have taken orders for thirty 
Bibles, besides selling New Testaments, po- 
muckas and tracts.” 

One should remember that these past days, 
when the census has been taken, thousands 
have left the Roman Catholic Church. For 
instance, a young man was here today, whose 
father, mother, brother and himself have all 
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left—‘‘and I could never imagine mother as 
being anything but a Roman Catholic,” said 
he. 


Shortly ago another young man called, who 
had occasion to visit a priest of the Czecho- 
slovak National Church. The priest’s table 
was filled with requests from the churches— 
a plea for a pastor from this one, a baptism 
for another. It would take several simply 
to look after the correspondence with these 
churches, let alone the actual supplying of 
their needs. Large halls are crowded with 
people who are eager to hear for the first time 
the pure gospel, and of a life better than that 
they know. 

A letter tells of an open-air meeting in the 
market place, under the shadow of a castle 
in the dungeons of which Protestants were 
imprisoned and in years gone by. And 
on this market place four thousand people 
listened to a straight gospel message. “But, 
oh, the tragedy of it!” said one. “There are 
no Bibles to be had.” The supply was practi- 
cally exhausted. But they are beginning to 
come in now. No New Testaments can be ob- 
tained just now. 

Pray ye the Lord of the harvest for the 
whitening fields here in Czechoslovakia.

HE casual reader may find a sameness 

about the perennial story of the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures. People are much the 
same from year to year.

And he goes 
on the same round of visits; to the lonely and 
to the crowded; to the old and to the young;

native and to the foreigner; to the eager and 
to the indifferent. 

Yet, there is always a variety. Things new 
and old can be brought forth not only from 
the Word, but also from the story and experi- 
ences of the distributer of the Word. One 
phase of the work is stressed this year, and 
another year another phase. The story of the 
Central Agency last year emphasizes this fact. 
Doctor Marston, the Agency Secretary, 
marked the year by a special effort to supply 
the Scriptures to institutions of various sorts 
in his territory. A bundle of letters with a 
few pictures have resulted, some of which will 
speak for all. 
draw from behind the pictures and from 
between the lines of the letters more than one 
thought, and all can see in them a service 
which Christ commended as rendered to him.

Bible or the New Testament in as large a 
print as possible. A small-print book is useless 
in a dark cell.’ The welcome accorded the 
hundreds of volumes already distributed is 
indicated in extracts from some of the letters. 

The chaplain of a Kentucky Penitentiary 
wrote: 


Many thanks to you for this gift; I call it one of 
the greatest gifts given to this institution since I 
have been chaplain. May God bless you in your work 
is my prayer. 


From a chaplain of the Ohio state peni- 
tentiary comes the word: 


I want to thank you on behalf of the prisoners 
who have received Bibles from your shipment. You 
are doing a most noble work. 


Distribution was also made to Reforma- 
tories. The superintendent of the Ohio Re- 
formatory for Women wrote gratefully: 


We aim that each inmate shall have her Bible. 
Some years ago we purchased one hundred or more 
copies, which girls were allowed to take to their 
rooms, but which they brought to Sabbath school 
and church services. I had made it a rule to give 
each inmate, when she left the institution, one of 
these copies, cutting our supply short, and was after- 
ward told that I had no right to dispose of these 
Bibles in that way, as they were state property. 

I wish you could have been here when the box 
was opened by several of the girls: “I hope I will 
be one of the lucky ones when I go home.”—“T 
wonder if you will give me one when I leave; I 
want something to remember this place by.”—‘“Do 
you know that I have not had a Bible for a long 
time; do von think I will get one?”—and other 
such expressions while the books were being taken 
to the chapel closet. Very frequently you can see 
inmates reading their Bibles in our corridors, when 
not at work; and I have yet to hear of others making 
fun of them for doing so. I believe the Book will 
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prove a Lamp unto the feet and a Light unto the 
pathway of many of our girls, ; 

I shall feel free to comply with your suggestion: 
allow these girls to take their Bibles with them 
when they leave the institution. I do not regard 
them as state property, but as a gift from the 
American Bible Society. And then, when I come 
again, I know you will not turn me away. 

How large a field there is can be imagined 
from the fact that at one reformatory for 
boys, 1,900 boys on the average were under 
restraint. From the Kentucky State Reforma- 
tory came the report: “We can use as many 
as nine hundred, and desire to placé a Bible 
in the cell of each inmate.”

How many there are who could likewiss 
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The Bible in Shakespeare 


The Tribute Which the Greatest of Secular Writers Paid to the Book of Books 
By Amos R. Wells, Litt.D., LL.D. 


T is indeed strange that Shakespeare should 

often be referred to as a Godless writer, 
a writer out of touch with the Bible and with 
religion. It was even said by the famous 
French scholar Michelet, that the name of 
God does not occur in Shakespeare, whereas 
the divine name is found nearly seven hundred 
times in the immortal dramas, and mostly with 
a religious significance. ‘““Heaven” also is 
often used for the word “God,” and many 
reverent titles are added, such as ‘““God Above,” 
“God Almighty,’ “God of Battles,’ “God 
Omnipotent,” “Eternal God,” “the Most Just 
God,” “King of Kings and Lord of Hosts,” 
“Kings’ King,” and “King of Heaven.” Christ 
is mentioned nine times, and always reverently. 
The Holy Ghost is not mentioned at all, prob- 
ably because the poet had too deep an awe for 
that name to introduce it into his plays. 


As to the Bible characters, Shakespeare re- 
fers to many of them, and with feeling and 
understanding. These include Adam (many 
references), Eve, Cain and Abel, Noah and 
Japheth, Abraham, Hagar, Jacob, Laban, 
Pharaoh, Joshua, Deborah, Jephthah, Samson, 
Goliath, Jezebel, Job, Solomon, Daniel, Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Mary, Herod, the Apostles, Judas, 
Barabbas, Lazarus, Dives, Pilate, the Prodigal 
Son, Peter, Paul, the daughters of Philip, and 
Satan (with the Devil, Beelzebub, and Luci- 
fer). Certainly this is a wide range of refer- 
ences, and shows that Shakespeare knew his 
Bible well. 


Tables have been made out showing the 
large number of Bible scenes and incidents 
to which Shakespeare alludes in his dramas, 
but the extent to which the poet’s mind was 
‘saturated with the Bible is better shown by 
‘noting his incidental use of Scripture language 
and ideas. Sometimes these allusions are ex- 
plicit, and sometimes the writer’s knowledge 
of Holy Writ is made manifest only by his 
use of a Bible word or turn of speech, but 
a large book has been filled with Shakespeare’s 
Bible parallels. 


A few illustrations must suffice here. For 
example, Paul says, “The greatest of these is 
charity,” and Shakespeare (‘“Love’s Labor 
ieost’’), 


For charity itself fulfils the law, 
And who can sever love from charity? 


Isaiah wrote, “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O Lucifer. Yet thou shalt be brought 
down to hell.” And Shakespeare wrote in 
“Henry VIII,” “He falls like Lucifer, never to 
hope again,’ with other parallels in other 
plays.

his own head.”’ 


“His mischief shall return upon 
“Henry VI” (second part), 


O God, what mischief work the wicked ones, 
Heaping confusion on their own head thereby. 


Remembering Satan’s quotations of the 
Bible when he was tempting Jesus, Shake- 
speare wrote in “The Merchant of Venice,” 
“The devil can cite Scripture for his purpose,” 


Remembering the picture of the drunkard 
in Prov. 23:34, “Thou shalt be as he that 
lieth down in the midst of the sea, or as he 
that lieth down upon the top of a mast,” 
Shakespeare paraphrases, 


Lives like a drunken sailor on a mast, 

Ready with every nod to tumble down 

Into the fatal bowels of the deep. 
(“Richard IIL’) 


“My days,” said Job, “are swifter than a 
weaver’s shuttle.” ‘‘Life is a shuttle,” says 
Shakespeare in “The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor.” 

Helena in “All’s Well That Ends Well” 
has words of Scripture readily upon her lips: 

He that of greatest work is finisher 

Oft does them by the weakest minister : 

So Holy Writ in babes hath judgment shown 

When judges have been babes. 

But all this deals rather with the surface 
of Shakespeare. His love of the Bible and 
familiarity with it is most clearly indicated, 
not by verbal quotations and correspondences, 
but by the incorporation of Bible truths into 
his plays. The moral and religious content 
of Shakespeare’s works agrees with that of 
the Bible. Thus he teaches immortality, jus- 
tice, forgiveness, conscience, gratitude, the 
punishment of sin, the love of God, repentance, 
worship—all the great Bible truths. And he 
teaches them with a matchless power only 
second to that of Holy Writ. 

Whoever attempts to set off Shakespeare 
against the Bible thereby proves himself to 
be ignorant of one or the other, or more 
likely of both. 
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E are advised by cable of the death of 

Mrs. R. R. Gregory, the wife of the 
Agency Secretary in charge of the Caribbean 
Agency, at the Bible House, Cristobal, March 
10, 1922. Mr. Gregory was in Guatemala 
visiting the field. Fuller particulars will be 
given later when they are received.

THE Record of Christian Work gives the 
following sketch of the increasing labors and 
-remarkable devotion of an aged missionary 
worker in India: 


Burma must be a healthy place for missionaries, 
judging by a letter that has reached us from Miss 
S. E. Haswell, of Ahlone, which tells of further 
long service in the foreign field. Miss Haswell 
sailed from Boston in 1864, fifty-seven years ago, 
and is now in her seventy-eighth year. She was 
expecting to go to an outstation, where she would 
not be near any European Christians, and so wanted 
to receive the monthly visits of the Record. But 
po of her letter is taken up with her friend Mrs. 

ose. 

This good lady is in her eighty-first year. She 
rises at 5 a. m., takes an hour for her Bible and 
prayer, has her chota, and glances at the papers; 
at seven is off to do the shopping for her Karen 
women’s Bible school of eighty-four pupils and for 
the host of jungle Karens who come to her for 
medicine, books, tracts, school supplies, etc. She 
gets home at nine, has her breakfast, then goes to 
her work of revising and carrying through the press 
the entire Bible in Karen. Besides, she revises the 
translation of the Sunday-school lessons from Sgaw 
Karen into Pwo Karen by one of her teachers, 
and reads and corrects the proof sheets of the same. 
Every week she prepares a written set of questions 
for each class in the Bible school, goes over the 
written answers with the teachers and marks them 
herself, so that she knows the standing of every 
student accurately. She no longer takes classes 
herself, as she is anxious to finish the Bible work 
before God calls her home. 

Mrs. Rose’s parents were also Burma missionaries. 
Her father, Doctor Brayton, lived to be ninety-two, 
and her mother, to be over eighty-two. 


From the “Bulletin of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions” comes a stimula- 
ting illustration of the working of the leaven 
of the Kingdom of Heaven. A missionary 
and Mexican pastor making an itinerating 
trip, by invitation, visited a group of people 
in Tapachula, Chiapas. They were an isolated 

group, unvisited by missionaries or employed 

workers. They had chosen one of their num- 
ber to preach for them, and had elected church 
officers. Most of the people lived out in the 
mountains, some having to travel all day, leav- 
ing home at daylight, to arrive in time for an 
evening service. The congregation was pay- 
ing $30 a month for rent and $7 for light 
and care. They had never received any out- 
side financial help, and not one of them had 
been baptized or received into church member- 
ship. “Every one that could read carried his 
Bible.” No wonder that, when the opportunity 
came, seventy people were found worthy to 
_be received into church membership, and being 
baptized together with forty-seven children.

4 Ree tenth stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible 
Society in its one hundred and sixth year was 
held at the Bible House, on Thursday, Febru- 
ery 2, 1922. at 3 30"O clock, piss, Ee resident 
Churchill H. Cutting in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Bishop Luther B. Wilson, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who read the eighty-fourth 
Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

The minutes of the ninth stated meeting of 
the Board were presented and approved. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees and special committees were also pre- 
sented and approved. 

General Secretary Mann presented a new 
water color picture of the Bible House, which 
had been prepared under authorization of 
the Committee on Ways and Means. 

A tentative statement of the income for 
1921 from the chief sources, showing a steady 
increase compared with previous years, was 
also presented by Secretary Mann. 

The Publication Committee reported prog- 
ress in the closing of the manufacturing 
department of the Bible House, particularly 
with reference to the printing department. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of January, 1922: 

To Brazil, 4, 885 volumes, valued at $1,930.- 
21: to Caribbean, 24 volumes, valued at 
$48.72: to La Plata 12,598 volumes, valued at 
$5,995.95: to Philippines, 250 volumes, valued 
at $182.04; to Upper Andes, 50 volumes, 
valued at $7.02. Total 17,807 volumes, valued 
at $8,163.94. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of January, 1922, were 143,140 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.
